Sidelights on Alberta’s 
Political Situation 


What Happened During - 
Tempestuous Session of 1937 


By. W. M. DAVIDSON 


The Alberta Legislature has now 
reached another stage in the most 
remarkable and sensational session 
since the creation of the province 
more than 30 years ago. The in- 
surgency. of. the recent session is 
not without a sort of precedent, be- 
cause.in the session of 1910, the 
back benchers, along with two Cabi- 
net Ministers, rose in revolt against 
a Government. which seemed negli- 
gent in its duty and the fight came 
out in the open with all the bitter- 
ness of a civil- war. 

The insurrection of 1910 was 
somewhat similar in many respects 
to that of 1937, with the keen strife 
of factions and harsh personalities. 
There was more dignity about the 
earlier session, for there was then 
no such spectacle as the Premier 
or leader of a party, either from 
platform, pulpit or place in the 
House, waving any red flag of 
alarm and threatening to call on an 
election if the members did not vote 
as he wished. 

However, the Liberals did rectify 
a difficult condition without outside 
interference, replaced one Govern- 
ment by another which held office 


-continuously for the next 11 years. 


The recent session has had no such 
decisive ending and has ‘concluded 
in what seems like am armistice, 
with both contenders remaining 
under arms, which must be unsat- 
isfactory to the insurgents, disturb- 
ing to the Government and most con- 
fusing to the electors of the prov- 
ince, who have to pay the penalty 
and all the expenses of the civil 
war. 

The most striking feature of the 
session to the unprejudiced onlooker 
was the fact that nothing whatso- 
ever was done about Social Credit. 
The zero hour of 18 months has long 
since been passed, the Government 
has met with no opposition from 
without but has been given a free 
hand and has made no advance. 

In the last 12 months Alberta has 
experimented with scrip dnd aban- 
doned it with losses; it has can- 
vassed the people for covenants, 
with much toil and clamor, and did 
not use the covenants when it col- 
lected them—does not seem even to 
have compiled them; it has put into 
print a copy almost word for word 
of a bill introduced formally but 
without confidence or expectation 
into the United States Congress, but 
has gone no further with it; it has 
given ear to experts from all parts 
of Canada and the countries beyond 
with a variety of vague schemes 
and uncertain plans; it has had con- 
ventions and caucuses without end 
and there is nothing as yet that even

looks like a Social Credit plan that 


to ‘come and 
its strength and vigor are not sur- 
prising. It was neither organized 
nor encouraged by outside parties 
as Mr. Aberhart would like all to 
believe. It had its inception when 
the supporters of Social Credit began 
to understand that Mr. Aberhart and 
his government could not carry to 
completion any of his fantastic elec- 
tion promises. It became certain 
when Mr. Aberhart did not have the 
courage to tell the people that he 
could not introduce Social Credit in 
the province. 

I have little confidence that the 
latest efforts, which will probably 
be the last, will have any result dif- 
ferent from those heretofore con- 
sidered and I shall give the reasons 
for such belief : 


(1) There is nothing that Major 
Douglas has ever said or written 
that will convince any intelligent, 
unprejudiced person that he can 
clamp down his plan in a country 
not under socialism and certainly 
not in a Canadian province with 
many constitutional limitations. 


I am prepared to prove that state- 
ment but not within the limited 
available space at this time, and 
oaen that here it is only my asser- 
ion, 


(2) Major Douglas’ methods are 
not convincing, and for the most 
part seem elementary and _ rather 
juvenile. He proposes that we all 
join hands as in a_ kindergarten 
game, in a united front, then adopt 
some sort of scheme in strictest 
secrecy, clamp it down all of a sud- 
den before the enemy, whoever he 
may be, is wise to what we are 
doing. It seems something like a 
spooky game of the Middle Ages. 

His suggestions since the Aberhart 
government took office are some- 
what bewilderiqgg. His recommen- 
dation that the Government make 
what seemed like a forced levy of 
#5,000,000 without interest or hope 
of redemption, upon some one bank, 
did not quite seem to make sense. 

His latest calculation that the 
province by paying no interest at 
all on its debentures, together with 
certain manipulations with Federal 
income tax and with Federal subsi- 

» may result in a balanced bud- 
get or, something better, is neither 
enlightening nor encouraging. 

(3) But the chief reason I have 
for expecting little from the Doug- 
las treatment, whether we get ab- 
sent treatment or Major Dotglas 
comes in person, is the fact that he 
was in Alberta on 
occasions, brought here at the invi- 
tation of the Government of that 
time and paid liberally to advise 
and produce just such a plan as the 
government is now seeking. He 
accepted the money and left behind 
him a report which was not suffici- 
ently clear that either the U.F.A. 
or the Social Credit Governments 
could make use of it, or possibly un- 
derstand it. When he could not or 
would not furnish assistance when 
paid well by the U.F.A. Government, 
how can we expect anything more 
now?

A Living Fossil 


Insect Must Be’ Kept On Ice Or It 
crates Will Die 

‘The Royal Society of Canada was 
told of a living fossil, an insect with 
no. close relatives among present-day 
“insects and one which lives in’ such 
cold: surroundings’ it dies from the 
heat of the hand and must be kept 
on ‘ide ‘or in air if it is to sur- 
vive captivity. 

The insect was described by B. 

M. Walker, professor of invertebrate 
zoology at the University of Toronto, 
in ‘his presidential address before the 
biological sciences section of the 
society's 66th annual meeting. It 
lives in high mountains, usually near 
the edges of glaciers, and was first 
discovered in 1913 at Banff, Alta. 
. Grylloblatta—that is the insect's 
‘name—is light amber colored, wing- 
less and about three-quarters of an 
inch long. Its life in low tempera- 
turés had slowed down all its bodily 
functions. It thrives when it is fed 
once in three or four months. 

Most insects take only a few weeks 
to, develop from the egg and one year 
to complete a life cycle. Grylloblatta 
takes five years to grow from egg to 
adult and seven years to produce a 
néw generation. During a year it eats 
less than many insects do in a day, 
yet it is a cannibal. Specimens 
shipped alive from mountains to 
laboratories must be packed in sep- 
erate containers and kept on ice. 
Otherwise they may eat each other 
or die of the heat.

If the sardines that Japa- 
nese are catching are really Cali- 
fornia sardines that have emigrated 
to the other side of the Pacific, Cali- 
fornia sardmnme fisheries think the 
Japanese catching should ‘be limited. 


An Interesting Question 


Whether North Pole Area Is Land 
Or Just Ice 

By setting up a meteorological 
observatory at the North Pole and 
claiming the cap of the earth as 
theirs the Soviet open another inter- 
esting geographical and _ political 
question. . Is there land where the 
lines of longitude meet? If so, is it 
a possession of the United States 
through Peary’s discovery, made on 
April 6, 80 years ago? Or is it Can- 
ada’s by reason of the Dominion’s 
claim, made several years ago, to 
sovereignty over all lands between its 
arctic border and the top of the 
world? Or is it the Soviet’s by right 
of settlement and possession? 

Land has not. been reported at the 
pole by any of the explorers who 
have reached it. This point on the 
map appears to be surrounded by ice 
afloat on the great waters. Sov- 
ereignty over an ice pack in the open 
gea seems to be a precarious thing, 
physically and legally. Yet nobody 
dares to predict that it will prove so 
precarious that statesmen will ‘on- 
sider it not worth debating about and 
pugnacious soldiers will hold it not 
worth planning strategic campaigns 
to maintain. A house built on ice 
may be of capital importance to a

Treatment Of Carbuncles 


Doctor Advises No Surgical Inter- 


ference To Assist Recovery 

There is an old saying, “squeeze a 
pimple and make a boil; squeeze a 
boil and make a carbuncle.” The 
maxim has been confirmed by the re- 
searches of Dr. Oscar W. Bethea of 
Tulane University, New Orleans. In 
the treatment of carbuncles of the 
face, the mortality was twice as 
great in cases in which excisions 
were made as in cases where there 
was no surgical interference. Heat 
is the remedy. Heat kills pain and 
hastens the well-known natural pro- 
cesses through which infection is 
mastered and eliminated. It is a good 
policy in infections of the skin, par- 
ticularly of the face, to stay one’s 
hand and give Nature a chance. The 
heat must be applied vigorously and 
continuously. Hot cloths wrung out 
of a 10 per cent. lactose solution in 
water should be renewed every five 
minutes for an hour. The treatment 
will remove pain and stimulate the 
natural healing process.

A motor vessel with no _ rudder, 
which will be steered by its propel- 
lers, is being built on the Clyde to 
ply between Lymington on the Eng- 
lish mainland, and Yarmouth in the 
Isle of Wight.

The “Turgeon” Royal Grain Inquiry Commission has recently com-| 
pleted its western sittings and has adjourned until the autumn when the! 
inquiry into grain marketing systems and methods shifts to the east and 
may be extended to embrace Great Britain and possibly other importing 
countries. 

This may be taken as an assumption that the Commission has now 
heard all the representations it is likely to receive from farmers, organized 
and otherwise, on a subject, that vitally affects their future welfare and it 
is to be hoped that the suggestion that the Commission—which means Mr. 
Justice W. F. . Turgeon, since he is the so'e member-—make an interim 
report to the Federal government in time to enable recommendations to 
be implemented into legislation for the next year's crop, will be carried out. 

While it is impossible to predict at this date what course such recom- 
mendations will take, or in what direction they will trend, it is also to be 
hoped that if recommendations, which appear to be reasonable and have | 
behind them every evidence of a desire to improve the ecoriomic condition | 


lose no time in giving the proposals an earnest trial in the practical field,

One who 
hasn't any cuts or .breaks in the 
mouth could swallow it without any 
harmful effects.” 

“Serum, made from this venom, by 
immunizing horses, is used in, the 
treatment of poisonous snake bites,” 
the Dorchester woman says. She ex- 
plodes a popular idea in this connec- 
tion, when she declares that whiskey 
is harmful in such cases, as it stimu- 
lates the blood. Running a person 
about, after being bitten, she also 
considérs a poor remedy as, she says, 
a person should be kept quiet, the 
‘poison withdrawn by suction and 
serum injected.

There are in Canada 345,000 per- 

sons who were born ih the United 

States and, of these, 250,000 have be- 

come naturalized citizens of the Do- 

minion, according to the last census. 

More than half of the $45,000 were 
of British racial origin, so that they 
could hardly be described as foreign- 
ers. They were like wanderers com- 
ing back home to the Empire of their 
fathers.

Fatal Accidents On Highway 


Caused Mostly By Very Young Or 
Very Old Driver 

When a very young or very old 
driver is involved in an accident, it 
is more likely to bring. death to 
someone than in the case of. a driver 
“in between” age, a study of the 
thousands of automobile accidents in 
Ontario in the past six years shows. 
But youth has a worse record than 
old age. 

For example, the six-year figures 
show that drivers between the ages 
of 18 and 24 were involved in 23.5 
of all accidents, but when it comes 
to fatal accidents, they played a 
part in 25.6 of them. On the other 
hand, the “prime of life” group, from 
25 to 40, by far the largest numer- 
icaly, while taking a hand in 45.3 
accidents of all kinds, reduced their 
fatal accident toll to 42.7. 

Even in the next group, from 41 
to 54 years, the death-dealing 
smashes were fewer in proportion to 
all accidents, the figures being 21.8" 
per cent. of all accidents to 21.6 
fatal. But after that the balance is 
adverse. The 55 to 64-year-olds were 
in 5.7 per cent. of all accidents, but 
in 5.9 per cent. of fatalities. The 
aged motorists have an even worse 
record. A small group, they took 
part in only 1.9 of all accidents, but 
were found to be “in at the death” 
in 2.6 per cent. of cases.

Conditions have becéme so bad at 
the zoo as the result of animals eat- 
ing everything from bottle tops to 
vanity cases that zoo officials have 
announced that all animal-teasers 
will now be given summonses. 

According to Dr. Blair, the situa- 
tion has reached a point where visi- 
tors in the monkey house are given 
over to actually spitting in the faces 
of the apes just to get them to spit 
back.

Geologists Depend On Fossils To 


Locate Coal And Oil 

Animals that lived 100,000,000 
years ago help men find coal and oil 
now, the Royal Society of Canada 
was told. 

Dr. F. H. McLearn of the geologi- 
cal survey of Canada in Ottawa, told 
the geological section of the society 
fossils help in the study of rock 
which determines where a miner 
should drill with the object of going 
through the least possible rock to 
reach his objective. 

In his observations, Dr. McLearn 
said, the geologist depends to a great

Canadian Honey 


Canada Is The Largest Shipper Of 
Honey To The British Market 
Canada was the largest indivyjual 
shipper of honey among the various 
45 countries which contributed 8,829,- 
296 pounds to the British market in 
1936. The Canadian shipments of 
2,295,328 pounds in 1936, which ex- 
ceeded the 1935 figure by 560,000 
pounds, an increase of about 334% 
per cent., supplanted Jamaica as the 
leading exporter of honey to the Bri- 
tish Isles. Since 1925, when 354,144 
pounds of honey were shipped, the 
exports to the United Kingdom have

EDMONTON.—The third ses- 
sion of the Social Credit Legi- 
slataure of Alberta closed Thirs- 
day night after one of the most 
business-like sittings on record

There was no attenmpt at élap- 
trap or oratory on either side of 
the House and the members of both 
government and opposition parties 
bent their energies toward getting 
done with the essential things and 
going home. 

There was only one dramatic in- 
cident in the week-long sittings—that 
tame when the matter of an igquiry 
into the administration of the public 
works department came up a second 
time. The government tried to stave 
off the inquiry until the next session 
and Hon. Lucien Maynard, Minister 
of Municipalities, moved that the 
probe of ‘the public works depart- 
ment be made by the public accounts 
committee within ten days from the 
opening of the next session. 

It soon became apparent that this 
plan was not favored by a large sec- 
lion of the house and “former in- 
surgent Social Credit members” 
spoke freely against postponement 
of an inquiry. F. Anderson, Cal- 
gary; J. W. Beaudry, St. Paul; A. 
V. Bourcier, Lac Ste. Anne; Dr. H. 
K. Brown, Pembina; A J. Hooke, 
Red Deer; A. E. McLellan, Innisfail, 
and others spoke against the delay.
